Becker, according to 
testimony before the grand jury, or­ 
dered Zelig's arrest for the purpose of 
getting him iu his jxjwer and making 
use of him to carry out his alleged 
plan to get rid of Rosenthal.

Potatoes that will go through 
a I 3-4 inch screen are regarded a?- 
culls on the market and should be 
kept at home. 
The more plentiful 
the crop the more particular the buy­ 
ers. 
The market not only demands 
potatoes of a certain kind and size, 
but it wants them put up in a cer­ 
tain sized sack. 
The standard sack 
of potatoes weighs 15o pounds. 2 Vfc 
bushels and is sewed. 
This is not 
required in delivering potatoes to a 
local market but where farmers ship 
bud load the car themselves they 
should observe this rule. 
A buyer 
can tell as soon as he looks In a car. 
whether the men who have loaded the 
car arc experienced potato shippers 
or not. 
It is the unexperienced po­ 
tato shipper that can’t find a market. 
Buyers have learned through exyer- 
that small potatoes, dirt aud 
sometimes stones go with the old sack 
of any weight, tied or loose, which­ 
ever the case may be. 
Potatoes should be o u to fth e ground 
by October lo th at the latest, better 
Oct. 5th. 
Early potatoes should be 
dug soon after the vines die. 
The practice of pitting potatoes in 
the field does not pay if there is a 
root cellar on the place. 
As a rule 
they are not improved 
by pitting 
and the danger of frost is almost in­ 
variably increased, 
thousands 
of 
bushels of potatoes froze in pits last 
fall. 
Start the digger in the early m orn­ 
ing. 
Allow the potatoes to remain 
on the ground two or three Hours be­ 
fore picking up to dry off as much as 
possible. 
Dig only what 
can 
be 
picked up and put in the cellar by 
night. 
If the root cellar is well ventilated 
and the bins not too large or deep, J 
the potatoes will drug out better in j 
Hie cellar than in a pit in the field. 
A little air slacked lime scattered over 
the potatoes as they are put in thej 
bin will help hem to keep. 
Don’t j 
wait for your potatoes to mature af-! 
ter October 1st 
Dig them.

More than 3,000 acres will be taken 
up by the forests and shrubs that are 
to be grown for this purpose. 
It has been found on the various lrri 
ga Hon projects that have been put un­ 
der way iii the valley of the Columbia 
river that the greatest drawback has 
been tile high winds which often pre­ 
vail there. 
These at times have de­ 
stroyed fruit trees and vegetable crops 
and, iii cases of slimly land, of which 
there is a great deal, have played havoc. 
On til** Umatilla project the entire 
tract is to be surrounded by a barrier 
of fives and shrubs 5* * * feet deep. 
Tile 
locust, cottonwood, poplar and yellow 
pine are tile trees chosen because of 
their quick 
growth 
They 
will 
Im* 
planted in such fashion that they can 
be lumbered from time to time and so 
pay for th** soil they cover. 
Planted on the land north and south 
at frequent Intervals will be other 
strips of tlml»er‘JOO feet wide. Through 
these will be constructed the canals 
aud roads necessary for the people who 
live on the tract.
